Protests Over Iran Vote Escalate 

CRACKDOWN: A supporter of defeated Iranian presidential candidate Mir Hossein Mousavi is 
beaten by security officials on Sunday in Tehran. Foes of President Mahmoud Ahmadinejad’s, 
angered by the results of Friday’s disputed vote, screamed, “Death to the dictator” from rooftops 
as Iran faced its worst unrest in 10 years.

Israel PM 
Endorses 
2 Stales 

Conditional offer is quickly 
rejected by the Palestinians 

JERUSALEM I Israeli Prime Minister Ben- 
jamin Netanyahu endorsed a Palestinian 
state beside Israel for the first time on Sun- 
day, reversing himself in the face of U.S. 
pressure but attaching conditions such 
as demilitarization that the Palestinians 
swiftly rejected. 

A week after President 
Obama’s address to the 
Muslim world, Netan- 
yahu said the Palestin- 
ian state would have to be 
unarmed and recognize 
Israel as the Jewish state 
— a condition amounting 
to Palestinian refugees’ giving up the goal of 
returning to Israel. With those conditions, he 
said, he could accept “a demilitarized Pales- 
tinian state alongside the Jewish state.” 

Netanyahu refused to heed the U.S. call 
for an immediate freeze of construction on 
lands Palestinians claim for their future 
state. He also said the holy city of Jerusalem 
must remain under Israeli sovereignty. 

The Palestinian government dismissed 
the proposal as an attempt to determine the 
outcome of negotiations while maintaining 
Israeli settlements, refusing compromise 
over Jerusalem and ignoring the issue of bor- 
ders. It also said that demilitarization would 
solidify Israeli control over the Palestinians. 
“Netanyahu’s speech closed the door to per- 
manent status negotiations,” senior Pales- 
tinian official Saeb Erekat said, (ap)

“I think Dick Cheney’s judg- 
ment about how to secure America 
is faulty,” Biden said. “I think our

U.S. efforts to engage 
country in diplomacy 
muddled by election 

WASHINGTON I The re- election of 
Iran’s hard-line president amid 
charges of ballot fraud has put the 
Obama administration in a tough 
spot as it tries to draw theocratic 
Tehran into nuclear diplomacy 
without appearing to accept sup- 
pression of dissent. 

Vice President Joe Biden said 
Sunday that efforts to engage Teh- 
ran, with the central goal of stop- 
ping it from getting nuclear weap- 
ons, will continue. But the disputed 
election outcome and the official 
crackdown on opposition protests 
appears to be a major setback, at 
least in the short run, for the new 
administration, which has made 
engagement with Iran one of its 
signature foreign policies. 

President Obama already is 
under renewed political pressure ^ 
at home to stiffen U.S. policy. | 

Sen. Joe Lieberman, I-Conn., § 
said Sunday the Iranian rulers I 
had stolen the election and made Iranian President Mahmoud Ahmadinejad appears at a news conference in Tehran, 
a mockery of democracy. He urged Iran, on Sunday. Ahmadinejad’s re-election is being hotly disputed in the country. 



Obama to “protest” and to speak 
out in defense of silenced Iranian 
demonstrators. 

Biden made it clear that the 
administration, while uncer- 
tain of the implications of the 
announced electoral victory of 
President Mahmoud Ahmadine- 
jad over his opponent, Mir Hos- 
sein Mousavi, has no intention of 
abandoning its Iran policy. Obama 
has put Iran at the center of his 
policy of extending an open hand 
to adversaries. 

Iran’s election was widely seen 
as an important event, but it held 
out little prospect of bringing sub- 
stantial change in Iranian foreign 
policy. The president is Iran’s polit- 
ical face to the world, but the cler- 
ics and their military wing known 
as the Revolutionary Guard are the 
real masters of the country’s des- 
tiny. They dictate every important 
policy and decide who is allowed 
to run for elected office. 

“We should be very careful 
about overreacting to the Iranian 
election,” said Anthony Cordes- 
man, an analyst at the Center for 
Strategic and International Stud- 
ies.

EPA to tear down 
homes contaminated 
with deadly uranium 

FLAGSTAFF, ARIZ. I The U.S. gov- 
ernment plans to spend up to 
$3 million a year to demolish and 
rebuild uranium-contaminat- 
ed structures across the Navajo 
Nation, where Cold War-era min- 
ing of the radioactive substance left 
a legacy of disease and death. 

The U.S. Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency and its Nava- 
jo counterpart are focusing on 
homes, sheds and other buildings 
within a half-mile to a mile from 
a significant mine or waste pile. 
They plan to assess 500 structures 
over five years and rebuild those 
that are badly contaminated. 

“These families, with the 
resources they have, they would 
not be able to put up a new home 
for themselves,” said Lillie Lane, 
a spokeswoman for the Navajo 
Nation Environmental Protec- 
tion Agency. 

Between the 1940s and the 
1980s, millions of tons of ura- 


nium ore were mined from the 
27,000-square-mile reservation 
that spans Arizona, New Mexico 
and Utah. Many Navajos, unaware 
of the dangers of contamination, 
built their homes with chunks of 
uranium ore and mill tailings. 

The U.S. EPA estimates it will 
cost $250,000 to demolish and 
rebuild each structure. The resi- 
dents of contaminated homes will 


not be charged for the work. 

The effort is part of a five-year 
plan in which a number of federal 
agencies joined together to address 
uranium contamination. Navajos 
who toiled in the mines and their 
dependents have suffered or died 
from cancer; lung and kidney dis- 
ease; and other health problems 
caused by exposure to radiation 
over time, felicia fonseca (ap)

Fla. Teen Accused 
Of Mutilating Cats 


More than 2 dozen 
felines were found 
dead in Miami area 

M I AM 1 1 A South Florida teenager 
was arrested early Sunday and 
accused of killing and mutilat- 
ing his neighbors’ cats — a dis- 
turbing string of deaths that has 
horrified residents and shaken 
animal lovers in two Miami-area 
communities. 

Tyler Hayes Weinman, 18, was 
taken into custody at a party, police 
said. He was still being questioned 
at Miami-Dade police headquar- 
ters on Sunday. 

“I understand that pet owners 
feel very strongly about their little 
family members,” Miami-Dade 
County Commissioner Katy Soren- 
son said. “Animals bring happiness 
and comfort to our lives. So, to see 
them so violated and mutilated just 
defies all common sense, and it’s 
painful for everyone involved.” 

Weinman was charged with 


19 felony counts of animal cruelty, 
19 misdemeanor counts of improp- 
erly disposing of an animal body 
and four felony 
counts of bur- 
glary related to 
the cat deaths. 

In the past 
month, residents 
in the Palmetto 
Bay and Cutler 
Bay neighbor- 
hoods have reported finding more 
than two dozen cats killed and 
mutilated. Some of the dead cats 
were missing fur and appeared to 
have been cut with a sharp, straight 
instrument, police said. 

“It’s shocking to think that 
someone who lives right here and 
is our neighbor could do some- 
thing like this,” said Thomas Shad, 
whose small black cat, Miss Kitty, 
was among those killed. 

Miami-Dade Police Department 
Maj. Julie Miller said the investiga- 
tion of the cats’ deaths is still open.

Iran’s Vote Sparks Fervor, Protests 


Opposition battles 
police as presidents 
backers claim victory 

TEHRAN, IRAN I Protesters battled 
police over Iran’s disputed elec- 
tion and shouted their opposition 
from the rooftops Sunday, but 
President Mahmoud Ahmadine- 
jad dismissed the unrest as little 
more than “passions after a soc- 
cer match” and drew his own huge 


rally of support. 

After sundown, cries of “death 
to the dictator” echoed through 
Tehran as thousands of backers for 
Ahmadinejad’s rival, Mir Hossein 
Mousavi, heeded a call to bellow 
from the roofs and balconies. The 
deeply symbolic act recalled the 
shouts of “Allahu Akbar ,” or “God 
is great,” to show opposition to the 
Western-backed monarchy before 
the 1979 Islamic Revolution. 

The scenes summed up the 


showdown over the disputed elec- 
tions: an outwardly confident 
Ahmadinejad exerted control, 
while Mousavi showed no sign of 
backing down. 

His charges that Friday’s vote 
was riddled by fraud brought sym- 
pathetic statements from Vice 
President Joe Biden and other 
leaders. Mousavi made a direct 
appeal with Iran’s ruling clerics to 
annul the result, but the chances 
were considered remote. 


The struggle Sunday on the 
streets was the worst unrest in Teh- 
ran since protests 10 years ago. 

But by mid-afternoon, tens of 
thousands of Ahmadinejad sup- 
porters filled Vali Asr Street — the 
same place a massive pre-election 
rally was held by Mousavi last 
week. Ahmadinejad’s forces waved 
Iranian flags and green Islamic 
banners — an obvious response to 
Mousavi’s campaign that adopted

N. Korea Threatens War 


South Korean officials 
to deal squarely with 
vows of a showdown 

SEOUL, SOUTH KOREA I South 
Korea’s president ordered his top 
security officials Sunday to deal 
“resolutely and squarely” with 
new North Korean warnings of a 
nuclear war on the eve of his U.S. 
visit. In Washington, Vice Presi- 
dent Joe Biden said, “God only 
knows” what North Korea wants 
from the latest showdown. 

President Lee Myung-bak trav- 
els to Washington on Monday 
for talks with President Obama 
that are expected to focus on the 
North’s rogue nuclear and missile 
programs. 

The trip comes after North 
Korea’s Foreign Ministiy threatened 
war with any country that stops its 
ships on the high seas under new

sanctions approved by the U.N. 
Security Council in response to its 
May 25 nuclear test. 

It also vowed Saturday to 
“weaponize” all its plutonium and 
acknowledged a long- suspected 


uranium enrichment program 
for the first time. Both plutonium 
and uranium are key ingredients 
of atomic bombs. 

A commentary published Sat- 
urday in the North’s state-run 
Tongil Sinbo weekly claimed the 
U.S. was deploying a vast num- 
ber of nuclear weapons in South 
Korea and Japan. 

North Korea “is completely 
within the range of U.S. nuclear 
attack, and the Korean peninsu- 
la is becoming an area where the 
chances of a nuclear war are the 
highest in the world,” it said. 

Kim Yong-kyu, a spokesman 
at the U.S. military command in 
Seoul, denied the allegation, say- 
ing the U.S. no longer has nuclear 
bombs in South Korea. U.S. tacti- 
cal nuclear weapons were removed 
from South Korea in 1991 as part 
of arms reductions after the Cold

DERA ISMAIL KHAN, PAKISTAN I 
Pakistan said it will pursue an 
army operation against the coun- 
try’s top Taliban commander, a 
feared militant based in a tribal 
region along the Afghan border 
where a suspected U.S. missile 
strike killed five people Sunday. 

The announcement came as 
violence raged in other parts of 
the volatile northwest. A bomb- 
ing at a market killed at least nine 
people, while officials said clashes 
between the Taliban and security 
forces killed at least 20 militants 
in a tribal area supposedly cleared 
of insurgents months ago.

Late Sunday, the governor of 
North West Frontier Province said 
in Islamabad the decision had been 
made to “take army action against 
terrorists in Waziristan.” 

Owais Ghani did not specify an 
exact start date but implied that 
the offensive had already begun.

NEW YORK I Golfing isn’t just for 
the rich anymore. 

To attract players amid the 
recession, public courses and even 
high-end resorts across the coun- 
try are offering discounts on green 
fees. And club brands such as Cal- 
laway and TaylorMade are slash- 
ing prices on equipment. 

Here’s how you can avoid golf s 
biggest money pitfalls and try your 
hand on the links. 

Buy a Starter Set 

The options for affordable equip- 
ment have multiplied dramati- 
cally in recent years. A quality 
box set — which usually includes 
a set of clubs and a bag — will cost 
between $99 and $399, said the 
PGA’s Leigh Bader. 

In the past, clubs from such sets 
were of lesser quality and might 
have cracked when swung with too 


much force. Now clubs from one of 
these sets should last as long you 
play the game, Bader said. 

Learn for Less 

As much as you might aspire to be 
like Tiger Woods, you don’t have 
to break the bank to practice your 
swing. A bucket of balls at a driving 
range typically costs between $5 
and $10, said Dave Dusek, deputy 
editor of Golf.com. 

If you’re looking for hands-on 
instruction, consider the Get Golf 
Ready program, which costs $99 
for five lessons from a PGA or 
LPGA professional. 

Go Public 

The median green fee with cart 
at 18 -hole public courses is $42, 
according to the National Golf 
Foundation. But not all facilities 
require carts, and most offer nine- 
hole games at about half the rate.

Developing new stores or ven- 
turing into new markets may seem 
like a dicey proposition during a 
recession, but a recent U.S. Cen- 
sus report shows the Latino popu- 
lation grew 3.2 percent between 
2007 and 2008. Better serving a 
rapidly growing population could 


pay off well for retailers. 

While some grocers still con- 
tain their Latino offerings to an 
“ethnic” aisle, some experts say 
the popularity of these products 
among Latino and other consum- 
ers merits more attention. 

“I think there is an increase 
in appetite across the board for 
more international experiences, 
particularly in Hispanic grocery,” 
said Stephen Palacios, executive 
vice president at consulting com- 
pany Cheskin Added Value.

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Alleged Shooter’s Son Apologizes 


Younger von Brunn 
says father s bigotry 
burdened his family 

Erik von Brunn, the son of James 
von Brunn, said Sunday his father, 
who is accused of killing a security 
guard at the U.S. Holocaust Memo- 
rial Museum, had long burdened 
his family with his white suprem- 
acist views and that he wishes his 
father had been the one killed in 
the shooting instead. 

James von Brunn, 88, has been 


charged with first- degree murder 
in the death of 39-year-old Stephen 
T. Johns, who was black. 

“I cannot express enough how 
deeply sorry I am it was Mr. Johns, 
and not my father, who lost [his] 
life,” Erik von Brunn, 32, said in 
a statement to ABC News. 

“It was unjustified and unfair 
that he died, and while my condo- 
lences could never begin to offer 
appeasement, they, along with my 
remorse, is all I have to give.” 

Authorities say James von Brunn 
shot the security guard in the chest

“The man is 88 years 
old. I never would have thought 
he could do this,” he said. “It really 
hasn’t sunk in yet.” (ap)

S 0 C C E R I Italy will be out for more 
than just revenge against the Unit-

‘Far Draws Them Closer 



Regina Spektor’s 
new album will lure 
mainstream listeners 
while pleasing fans 

M U S I C I Regina Spektor is in Lon- 
don, standing near the Thames 
River and the London Eye Ferris 
wheel, looking down over Big Ben 
and Westminster Bridge. “You’re 
getting the most picturesque view 
ever, in any interview I’ve done,” 
she says. “It’s just beautiful.” It’s 
Spektor’s day off — kind of — from 
a U.K. press tour to promote her 
new record. 

With the June 23 release of her 
fifth album, “Far,” the 29 -year-old 
is seeking to build beyond the cult 
fan base already smitten with her 
piano-driven pop. She self-released 
her first three albums from 2001 to 
2003, but it was the 2004 studio 
reissue of her third album, “Sovi- 
et Kitsch,” and 2006’s “Begin to 
Hope” that helped the songstress 
make her mark. 

To date, the mainstream knows 
Spektor best from the appearances 
her songs have made in film and 
TV — everything from shows such 
as “CSI: NY,” and “Grey’s Anatomy” 
to commercials for XM Satellite 
Radio and J.C. Penney. 

The entire album will be 
streamed through multiple part- 
ners a week or two before release. 
It’s a way to placate the demand 
from Spektor’s overenthusiastic 
fans — who have been known to 
hack into computer systems to get 
unreleased music — while broad- 


ening the album’s reach for those 
still unfamiliar with her. 

Spektor worked with four pro- 
ducers on the album. She compares 
the process to going to college: “I 
almost feel like, 'Well, I might as 
well have a few professors instead 
of just one,”’ she says. “And so that’s 
sort of how it happened, my desire 
to be, like, 'Well, I could do a few 
songs with different people and 
then I’ll get to learn their differ- 
ent styles and kind of experience 
it that way.’” 

Ultimately, “Far” plays much

like typical Spektor: sunny piano, 
whimsical lyrics and off-kilter 
vocal quirks mixed with several 
more accessible and radio-ready 
numbers. Throughout the album 
she sings about people’s relation- 
ship with God (“Laughing With”), 


tells the story of tracking down 
the owner of a lost wallet (“The 
Wallet”) and shows off her best 
dolphin impression (“The Fold- 
ing Chair”). 

The week of the album’s release, 
Spektor will perform on “Late 
Show With David Letterman” and 
“Good Morning America.” While 
those types of mainstream out- 
lets will bring new listeners, it’s 
the longtime, dedicated fans — 
those who love Spektor’s quirk — 
who are responsible for the initial

A Smooth 
Conversion 


Switch from analog 
to digital TV goes off 
without major issues 

Almost all analog television broad- 
casts ended Friday, but the world 
refrained from following suit. 

No crowds rioted in the streets. 
As far as we know, nobody lit any 
analog sets on fire in protest. The 
Republic still stands. 

As self-inflicted technological 
crises go, this wasn’t even close 
to Y2K. 

What did happen: People who 
had waited until the final days, 
then hours, had a predictably 
hard time figuring out this dig- 
ital-TV thing. Some called local 
broadcasters for help to tune their 
signals — WTTG (Channel 5) 
told The Washington Post’s Paul 
Farhi that it received 162 calls in 
the two hours after it shut off its 
analog signal at noon, while WRC 
(Channel 4) had only 75 calls to 
its help line between 5 a.m. and 
5:45 p.m. 


Others looked to the Feds for 
help. By 2 p.m. Friday, the Feder- 
al Communications Commission 
had received almost a half-million 
phone calls on its DTV line. 

The FCC reported that most of 
these calls involved setup issues 
or tuning problems that could be 
fixed by having a TV or converter 
box rescan the airwaves for new 
digital-TV channels. 

We probably have more 
unpleasant surprises waiting; 
many people may not realize how 
many ways they tune into TV. 

I never would have guessed how 
many people listen to the audio of 
local broadcasts on radios with 
TV-band tuners — a pastime now 
impossible, at least until some- 
body ships a radio with a digital- 
TV tuner. 

But considering the magni- 
tude of the DTV transition — 
an estimated 2.8 million peo- 
ple were said to be unprepared 
for the switch — Friday’s non- 
chaos must count as a victory.

Given that I have FiOS HD cable, 

I haven’t concerned myself with 
this, but this week my “non-HD” 
channels (Style, Fine Living) have 
not been working properly — is 
this related to the switch?

In what sense is digital TV digital? 
The electromagnetic waves that 
carry the digital TV signal vary 
smoothly in time and space — that 
is, they are analog, not digital. 

It’s how the information goes 
across the airwaves (the “trans- 
port layer,” if I’m remembering 
my networking jargon correctly). 
In digital, you encode the signal 
as a stream of ones and zeroes 
instead of as a linear represen- 
tation — same basic difference 
between storing music on a CD 
and on vinyl. 

Rob, what can you suggest when 
looking for a digital antenna? Do I 
really need to spend $60 for one? 

Absolutely not — certainly not that 
close to D.C. I’ve seen people report 
excellent results with $12 anten- 
nas; a lady in Reston e-mailed to 
say that a $20 Radio Shack indoor 
model has been working fairly 
well for her.
